Bat a Budget, as we know, is an imaginative and prospec- 
tive document. It is not a narrative of the past, but an esti- 
mate, commonly a sanguine estimate—a hope for the future. 
The appearance of an isolated aspiration from a Finance 
Minister is of very little value. In free countries, where 
every year the Chancellor of the Exchequer lays before us 
the accounts of the past year, we have a check on his hopes 
and a measure of his anticipation. At any rate, if full ac- 
counts of the past are published, ¢hey will tell us something ; }} 
but where no detailed statement of past years is published, 
and where we have to rely only on an estimate for the future, 
it is difficult to feel] much confidence. Such documents are 
usually prepared by those who like to make the best of 
matters. When, therefore, the account as published shows 
a large deficit, which is the case with the isolated Russian 
Budget, the obvious presumption is that the reality is ex- 
cessively bad. We know nothing of the actual past ; we only 
know that the financial authorities hope the deficit may not 
be more than three millions, and such fragmentary information 
is not cheerful. 

Again. We know that Russia has a paper currency of large 
amount, of which authentic details are difficult to procure, 
and which is practically inconvertible. It is believed to 
amount to about 100,000,000 sterling, and to [rest on a 
comparatively small basis of specie. This large floating 
liability must weigh on a very prosperous Government, and 
the above Budget, as well as other circumstances, indicate 
that the Russian Government is just now not especially 
prosperous. 

On the other hand, the amount of the Russian debt, ac- 
cording to an official statement lately issued by our Board of 
Trade, was at the end of 1859, the last known date, as fol- 
lows :-—

and which would seem to ivdieate that she could have 
borrowed a further sum without those significant murmurs 
which have lately been heard in high financial circles. 


* The last published statement with which “we are acquainted makes 
it 644,448,790 roubles. 
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The truth is, that in three important respects the Russia 
of the present is not identical with, is scarcely analogous 
to, the Rusia ofthe past. The Crimean war made a great 
change, and the opportune death of the Emperor Nicholas 
made the results of that change more apparent, certain, and 
immediate than. they would otherwise have been. The 
exact cost in money tu Russia of the Crimean war has never 
been told, though perhaps it some time may be ;—the exact 
cost in human life,—iu men left behind in hurried journeys 
of troops, and perishing from inadequate shelter and tood, 
—we shall never know, for the true history of war can never 
" be written. But there is no doubt that the financial effect 
of the Crimean war was disastrous in the last degree. It 
was “ tided over,” as the phrase is, for the moment ; that is 
to say, all tangible resources were unsparingly used, and all 
available credit was drawn upon as long as it lasted. The 
“ bills” are well known to have been outstanding for an 
indefinite period after the close of the war; the “exchange” 
was long depressed by drafts, not for commercial, but for 
old political debts, representing in one form or another mili- 
tary outlay. The accumulated effect of these is understood 
to have produced at St Petersburg an unaccustomed poverty, 
which contrasted strangely with the ease and riches of pre- 
vious years. ; 

Secondly. The prestige which the Emperor Nicholas ex- 
ercised is gone never to return. It was believed that he 
ruled over an Empire firmly united within itself, in ali 
whose limits no destructive element was to be found,—which 
had indefinite, irresistible, aggressive force against. foreign 
nations. We now know that she contains a vast serf 
element, which is the source of pressing immediate diff- 
culty. We also know that. its aggressive foreign power, 
though great, was vastly overrated; that it could only 
be exercised at the cost of terrible internal. pains 
and struggles ; that it could be resisted by other nations of 
Europe. The political preponderance of Russia, which has 
an effect on the money market (though dry thinkers may say 
it should not), has passed away for ever ; for it was based upon 
delusions which have been dispelled, and upon facts which 
were once true, but are now true no longer. The voluntary 
sinking of the Russian fleet, and the total collapse of the 
invincible system of the Emperor Nicholas, have profoundly 
influenced the popular imagination of Europe ; for they are 
visible instances and illustrations of the very sort that it 
most easily apprehends and retains. 

Lastly. The liberal attempts of the Emperor Alexander, 
though well intentioned and perhaps necessary, are not 
a source of financial strength. The emancipation of the 
serfs, excellent as a philanthropic and patriotic measure, in- 
volves a vast speculative change which capitalists cannot 
measure, and before which the money market will pause. 
Either the purchase of a vast number of valuable rights (for 
such the rights of lord over serf indisputably were) must long 
embarrass the national finance, or the confiscation of these 
rights must long impair the structure of society, weaken 
the respect felt for property, and shatter the foundation of 
credit. In either case, the financial result must be preju- 
dicial and considerable. The old system under which Russia 
was a pure despotism, resting, as it seemed, firmly upon rural 
serfdom and a rich nobility, is passing away. The Emperor 
Alexander, perhaps, wished to destroy it from humane in- 
stincts and philanthropic motives ; and, at any rate, was com- 
— to destroy it because its time was come, and it would 

st no longer. The New Russia, which the beneficial 
reforms now commenced may in time create, is as yet in 
embryo. Between the two there is a transition state, in which 
the future events are uncertain, and even the present features 
difficult to distinguish. 

On the whole, therefore, though there can be no doubt that 
Russia must long be a great country, and is still “ good” 
for a few millions, if she wants them, at some fair price or 
other; yet she must not expect that her credit can be what 
it once was. She suffers from her former bad system, for it 
collapsed and failed; she suffers from her present excel- 
lent efforts, for no one knows what may be their effect, and 
we are utterly ignorant by what heads they are organised, 
or by what hands they will be executed. ‘The political 
course of Russia is difficult, for her position is perplexing, 
and in some respects unprecedented ; but her financial course 
is plain. She should publish to Europe her exact pecuniary 
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state, with full details of the past in every important per 
cular. In her preeent state, every nulnowstaaas L 
filled up by fancy with some unpleasant image—some 
favourable reality.

When Louis Napoleon 
complained that the fugitives who had fled to England 
availed themselves of their secure position to plot and 
organise against him, we admitted that he had a right to 
Temonstrate, but replied that we ourselves would keep the 
aceused parties in order. The Pope neither controls the 
brigands of his guest, nor in any way discountenances them. 
On the contrary, it is perfectly well known that he and his 
rs are friendly to and cognisant of their schemes. 
there can be little doubt that, according to the recognised 
law of ms Victor Emmanuel bas a clear casus belli 
against the Court of Rome, as well as that humanity at 

large has a fresh reproach to address to it. ' 
The second point that was made good by Mr Gladstone 
and Mr Layard is, that notwithstanding all these incessant 
and ‘harassing atrocities, notwithstanding all the manifold 
difficulties and disturbances inseparable from a change of 
ment and a state of almost war, both the Neapolitan 
Statesand those which formerly made part of the Roman 
Kingdom are rapidly improving in all the elements 
of ‘social well-being. Education, formerly discouraged 
orneglected, has taken an extraordinary start. New schools 
and colleges have been opened everywhere; the communes 
have contributed liberally to their support, and the popula- 
tio'have flocked eagerly to profit by the opportunities thus

; sand railways are everywhere in course of 
uetion, to émploy the people and to pave the way for 
wealth. In Naples, Calabria, and Sicily alone, many 
| # Of francs have been voted for this purpose, and are 
Y velng expended. Judges are made irremoveable, and trial 
jury is being introduced. The prisons are comparatively 
haps reperly because crime has diminished, partly—per- 
| trial y—because now every accused man is brought to 
and dealt with as soon as practicable, instead of often 
remaining, as they used to do, till both witnesses and accusers 
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had disappeared, and till the very crime with which they 
were charged had been forgotten. Trade is rapidly in- 
creasing ; additional warehouses are found necessary; a 
much more liberal tariff has been adopted ; and a large re- 
duction in the Customs’ duties has produced its invariable 
resu]t—a remarkable and instantaneous increase of consump- 
tion and consequent elasticity of the revenue. On the whole, 
considering what the Governments of Southern Italy had 
been, how long and how fearfully they had pressed upon the 
people, how effectually in many districts they had sapped 
all enterprise and all morality, the picture drawn now is far 
more favourable and hopeful than we should have ventured 
to anticipate. 

Tne third point now placed beyond a doubt was very 
forcibly argued by Mr Gladstone,—viz., that; in spite of all 
representations to the contrary, it is now clear that the 
people throughout the Peninsula are hearty adherents of the 
new Government, and most deeply grateful for the change of 
masters. We do not say that the Piedmontese are popular 
in Naples, or that they have not occasionally committed great 
blunders and given great offence. We do not mean that 
there is not some local discontent and not unfrequent personal 
dissatisfaction and disappointment. We do not say that 
Victor Emmanvel is everywhere loved for his own sake, or 
respected for his virtues or his skill. But thus much is 
evident, that the new régime, with all its defects and all its 
burdens, is felt nearly unavimously to be infinitely preferable 
to the old. And the proof is one which cannot be gainsaid. 
The taxes, which are heavy, are cheerfully pai?; the con- 
scription, usually so detested a corvée, is everywhere carried 
into effect without resistance or remonstrance; and «the 
National Guard is everywhere trusted and everywhere loyal. 
This last point is,as Mr Gladstone well put it, absolutely con- 
clusive. Those who affirm that the Government of Vietor 
Emmanuel is unwelcome with the mass of the people in 
Southern Italy, are refated by the fact that nowhere is the 
National Guard, composed of the people of all classes, more 
steady and more efficient ;—while those who endeavour to 
persuade us that the Government of the Pope is popular at 
Rome are silenced by the question: “ Will this beloved 
‘“‘ Sovereign organise a National Guard of Romans and 
‘‘intrust his safety to its arms P” 

Italy has still much to do, much to learn, and, we fear, 
much to encounter and endure before its destiny is fully 
accomplished. So long as the French occupation of Rome 
and the Austrian occupation of Venice shall continue, a 
painful element of uncertainty must hang over her fortunes. 
But as faras her fate has depended on herself alone, nearly 
everything she has done hitherto has prospered. 


FEMALE EMIGRATION. 
One of the chief difficulties in the way of rectifying many of 
our social mischiefs and anomalies arises from the want of 
pliability and flexibility—the deficient faculty of accommo- 
dation to new circumstances—which belongs to a low state 
of intelligence and education. There is a way of setting 
right nearly everything that is wrong ; but it is often hard to 
persuade uncultivated people that it is the proper way, and 
harder still to induce them to overcome the ignorant 
timidity, the stolid inertia, and the mental incapacity, which 
stand in the way of its adoption. Many years ago there 
was great distress in Buckinghamshire owing to the super- 
abundance of labour. At the same time there was con- 
siderable embarrassment in Lancashire owing to the defi- 
ciency of labour. Workpeople were a positive burden to the 
one county, and a positive want in the other. The wages ofa 
family were ten shillings a week near Aylesbury ; they were 
thirty shillings a week near Manchester. The parish 
authorities in the South and the manufacturers in the North 
were about equally willing to pay the expenses of 
removal for some hundreds of actual or prospective 
paupers. Yet nothing was found more difficult in practice 
than to negotiate and effect the transfer. The labourers were 
boorish and untrained. They did ‘not know how to reali.e 
the new life proposed to them, nor how to adapt themselves 
to it when they had entered on it. They dreaded a journey 
of 200 miles as if it were exile to the antipodes. They 
shrank from the idea of a new occupation, new neighbours, } 
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an unknown climate,and unknown surroundings. They went, our North American Provinces of 68,000, .and jn 


indeed, but they went after much persuasion and in small 
numbers ; and many of them returned after a short sojourn, 
from simple inability to accommodate themselves to work 
end food and # -way of life to whieh they had never been ac- 
eustomed. Something of the same incapacity and inertia 
is operating now to prevent that equalisation of wages and 
population in several districts which would be a common 
gain to all. In spite of national schools, in spite of cheap 
newspapers, in spite of penetrating railways, in spite of 
spreading habits of locomotion, the wages of a Dorsetshire 
labourer are still nine shillings a week, while those of a 
Yorkshire or Lancashire artisan are fifteen and twenty ; 
yet labourers do not flow from one place to the other as 
they should do; and in busy and prosperous times, manu- 
facturers entertain more sanguine hopes of being able to 
arrest the stream of German emigration as it crosses the 
country to America, than ofattrecting their own ill-paid and 
reduntant fellow-citizens to a distance of twelve hours from 
their old homes. 


The question of female emigration and female redundancy, 
which is now beginning to awaken some portion of the atten- 
tion it deserves, is another ease in point. We hear a great 
deal of the want of wives and female servants in the Colo- 
nies. We hear a great deal more of the superabundant 
number of women in this country, who can find neither 
oecupation, nor maintenance, nor husbands. Year after year 
the most earnest and passionate appeals are made on behalf, 
first of one class of destitute females, and then of another 
and athird. The sole and. obvious cause of their destitation 
is, that there are too many of them—that there are more 
women than men—more female labourers than female work. 
Yet few draw even theoretically the cogent inferenee that 
women should go from the lands where they are too numer- 
ous to the lands where they are too scanty ;—and fewer still 
dream of practically earrying out that inference in action, 
Nine out of ten women do not know whence their distress 
arises, and nine out of ten of those who do or might, have no 
notion of how to set about the natura] and obvious remedy. 
It is for the colonial public who do want these women, and 
the British public who do not, to lay their heads and their 
purses together—to organise a manageable plan and provide 
the necessary funds. 

The statistics of the matter are, in round numbers, as 
follow :—The Census returns of 1861 have not yet been 
analysed or published; but from those of 1851, we may 
deduce the following figures which will be found substantially 
accurate. In all countries where the natural proportion of 
sexes has not been disturbed by special circumstances, there 
are more women than men, especially of adult women. This 
excess is in Great Britain about five or sixper cent. We have 
now in these islands 500,000 more grown women (i.¢., over 
the age of twenty) than grown mep. But this is not all— 
nor the worst. As a rule, one-third of our women never marry 
at all. Of adult women now living in Great Britain, says 
the Registrar-General, 57 per cent. are wives, 13 per cent. 
are widows, and 30 percent. are spinsters. Ina word, there 
are now one million anda half adult uomarried women in the 
kingdom. Of these, about 650,000 are domestic servants, to 
whom celibaey, so long as they continue in service, appears 
@ natural and necessary condition. This leaves 850,000 
apparently redundant,—of whom 150,000 is about the pro- 
portion that would naturally and in a healthy state of society 
prefer single life, and be required for and absorbed in the 
Various avocations for single women consequent on our com- 
plicated civilisation. There are, therefore, 700,000 women 
in the prime of life for whom there would seem to be no place 
in this erowded eountry. 

But is there no place for them elsewhere ? Let us look 
across the ocean. In those countries which have been peopled 

rtially or completely from these islands—the United 

tes, Canada, and Australia—we find the proportion of 
the sexes precisely reversed. This is ‘the inevitable conse- 
quence of the enormous emigration which bas been flowing 
hence and thither since the beginning of the century. In the 
last forty-five years, 5,000,000 of emigrants bave left our 
shores for good ; and of these we may be pretty sure more 
than 3,000,000 have been of the male sex. Aceordingly we 
find by the latest and most-accurate returns that are extant,

For, as we hinted at the outset, the power @) 
adapting themselves to new circumstances, of meeting & 
managing the difficulties of an unaccustomed life, is one 
women as well as men will be found to possess in exact 
portion to their natural intelligence and their acquired 
ture. The more educated a woman is, provided her 
be good and her notions sensible, the more resources 
will have; the more pliable she will prove, the 
colonist she will become. Those who would wish to 
grate, too, would be those who have had to struggle 
hardship and poverty at home, who have been well 
habits of exertion and self*denial ; and who, in going, 
know well what was before them. They would, we 
persuaded, after a year or two be found more available 
more successful than mere uneducated dairy-maids, or 
that large class of labourers’ daughters from Dorsetsdit 
Bucks, to whom poverty has taught nothing bat de 
duranee, who can endure bad food and bad lodging 
murmuring, because accustomed to nothing better ;

THE CONCESSIONS ON EDUCATION. 
Tue principal concessions which the Government has 
to the opponents of the Revised Code, though 
Granville and Mr Lowe by no means approve of

im be established, and questioning critics of the exact 
ai, in which it was to be established.

% be most advisable that a principal part of the educa- 
t should be made dependent on an examination of 
kind of education imparted, but to be inadvisable and 
equitable to make the whole of such education so 
jent. The test of results, as we have before explained, 
fs go excellent and a searching test; it is our best test. 
Mot at the same time it errs on the side of defect in not giving 
gehool any reward for stupid boys, for absurdly ignorant 
for brutal boys whom no pains and no labour can bring 
to the standard required. It errs on the side of excess ; 
lifrit may pay the school for what it never taught, for what 
"he child learned at home or at some previous school. The 
p of results, like all approximate criteria, must be 
d with discretion and judgment,—not employed blindly, 

‘asif it were exact, unfailing, and infallible. 
This defect is now remedied. There is an attendance 
of 4s a scholar to be given according to the average 
mber of scholars in attendance throughout the year at 
morning and afternoon school, and 2s 6d a scholar for the 
number in like attendance in the evening school.

“the masters or mistresses by whom they are instructed, 
“have a second charge for their several stipends and gratui- 
* ties so long as their service fulfils the conditions preserived 
“‘ by the Code of 1860, upon the money received by the 
“‘ managers under Article 40, suprd; and in case the money 
“ so received shall not be sufficient to meet the second charge 
“ upon it, the Committee of Council will add the sum requi- 
site to make up the deficiency.” 

On the whole, though the revised, re-revised, and now 
amended re-revised Code will, as is always the case with 
such detailed documents, receive and need tepeated 
revision and amendment, we may well hope that it will be 
a great amendment on our old Code, will make instruction 
sounder and more thorough, will diffuse it more widely, will 
make its merits more obvious, prominent, and visible, and 
therefore appreciable, by the labouring elasses,—the only 
class to whose education we give in this country any assist- 
ance from the State. 


THE LATE MR JAMES PENNINGTON. 
[COMMUNICATED. | 

WE owe a tribute to the memory of the late Mr James Pen- 
nington, a diligent and successful labourer in the field of 
political economy, who died at Clapham Common on the 23rd 
ultimo, at the advanced age of 85. Though well known to 
some of our readers, his pursuits were of too quiet and un- 
obtrusive a character to attract general attention, and those 
only who were in intimate intercourse with him, and were 
enabled to watch his useful career, could fully appreciate the 
extent of his information and capacity of mind. 

Mr Pennington was in early life engaged in mercantile 
pursuits; but having been employed by the President of the 
India Board towards the end of the year 1831 in the investiga- 
tion of the financial aceounts of the East India Company, on 
the occasion of the abolition of its trading privileges, be 
shortly after gave up his private business, in order to accept 
an appointment under Government. This appointment was, 
however, cancelled in consequence of a change of Adminis- 
tration, and the accession of Lord Ellenborough to the India 
Board, who entertained different views from his predecessor 
on the subject. 

Being thus for a time thrown out of active pursuits, he 
gave himself up fully to the study of currency and finance. 
The science of Political Economy had, indeed, at a very early 
period engaged his attention, and the acquaintance with its 
principles which he had acquired had already obtained the 
favourable notice of Mr David Ricardo and of Mr Huaskis- 
son. When, therefore, he was enabled to devote a greater 
portion of his time to such subjects, those of his friends who 
took an interest in his investigations became impressed with 
the great extent of his information and acquirements. 

Among the foremost of these friends was the late Mr 
Tooke, on whose recommendation he joined the Political 
Economy Club in 1828, of which he continued to be a mem- 
ber for 28 years, his resignation having only taken place in 
1856, when he was in his 80th year. 

1t was through Mr Tooke that his earlier contributions to 
the science were made known to the public. That author's 
letter to Lord Grenville on the Currency, published in 1829, 
contains in the Appendix a valuable paper by Mr Pennington, 
which presented the first clear exposition of the principle on 
which deposits with bankers become the means of dispensing 
with other circulating medium, and affect, aceordingly as 
they are used or abused, the general prices of commodities. 
This principle, which is the key to the refined system of 
credit reared in this country, was farther elucidated by him 
in a communication to Mr Tooke, which is to be found in the 


2nd volume of his “ History of Prices” (Appendix OC, 
page 369). 
t 
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The use of the expression “deposit money” in illustra- 
tion of this theory, placed Mr Pennington in apparent an- 
tagonism with the more rigid advocates of the Bank Act of 
1844, who contend that the word “ money” is properly 
applied only to coin and to bank notes which fulfil all the 
functions of money. But, in truth, the distinction is a mere 
verbal one. If the word “ money” is applied to any form of 
credit, even to bank notes, the attempt to define the limits of 
its application can only lead to fruitless controversy, quite 
wide of the real question at issue. Mr Pennington was 
among the first to perceive the necessity for imposing a re- 
striction on the issue of notes by the Bank of England, and 
stated his views on the subject in a paper submitted to Mr 
Haskisson in 1827, extracts from which were published in 
the year 1840 with a letter addressed to Kirkman Finlay, 
Esq., on the probable effect of a moderate fixed duty on corn 
upon currency and prices. 

The views expressed by Mr Pennington so early as 1827, 
contain the germ of the Bank Act of 1844 ; but, although he 
supported the principle of that Act, he was of opinion that 
the object could be accomplished without the separation of 
the Departments of Banking and Issue. Upon this point, 
and upon others connected with the measure, he was confi- 
dentially consulted by Sir Robert Peel during the prepara- 
tion of the Bill, and the correspondence between them shows 
the high estimation in which his opinions were held by that 
statesman. 

The pamphlet addressed to Mr Finlay upon the Corn 
Laws was confined to a view of the question scarcely under- 
stood by the community at large, and little calculated there- 
fore to attract the attention of the ardent controversialists 
of the day upon that vital question ; but events have proved 
the truth of the conclusions which a calm review of the sub- 

ject, uninfluenced by party bias, had led the writer to form. 

Previously to this period, the services of Mr Pennington 
had been engaged by the Treasury for the important object 
of regulating the eurrency of the West Indian Colonies. It 
is well known that in all the British Colonies in America the 
local currencies, though expressed in the common denomina- 
tions of pounds, shillings, and pence, became involved in 
confusion from incorrect attempts to adjust the value at 
which Spanish coins, the principal medium of exchange, 
should circulate in reference to the money of account. This 
confasion was greater in the West Indies than in the Colonies 
on the American Continent. Arbitrary vaivations were 
assigned to the doubloon in the vain hope of counteracting 
the effect of an unfavourable condition of the exchanges. 

'| With the same object, the gold coins in use were, in some of 
the islands, deteriorated by punching holes in them and 
filling up the vacancies with copper. “Be these our 
doubloons ”! they said, forgetting that the world would test 
their value, not by the name, but by the quantity of guld left 
in them. Broken dollars supplied the place of small coins 

j under the terms of “dogs” and “bits.” The pound of 
colonial currency was greatly depreciated in all these Colonies, 

} and in no island did the term “‘ pound” express the same 
value as in the rest. 

A vain attempt was made by the Government in 1825 to 
correct these evils by a Proclamation, declaring the rate at 
which the dollar should be issued to the troops; but so un- 
successful was the attempt that at one time a mutiny was 
imminent on account of the depreciation of their pay. 

The emancipation of the Negroesin 1837, and the conse- 
quent increased requirement for a sound circulating medium 
for the payment of wages, forced the subject on the attention 
of the Government, and the credit is due to Mr Pennington 
of having framed, under direction of the Board of Treasury, 
the measures by which the utter confusion which prevailed 
at the time was, in a short time, effectually removed, and the 
currency of the West Indies reduced to a system which, 
with trifling exceptions, has worked well up to the present day. 

He was subsequently consulted in the regulation of the 
Currency of the Colonies, and the result of his labours was 
compiled in a volume, printed for official use in 1848, 
entitled “ ‘The Curreney of the British Colonies.” In this 
work Mr Pennington clearly pointed out the causes of the 
mistakes which bad previously arisen, from a want of refer- 
ence to the changes in the coinage of different mints, and the 

| gradual alteration which had taken place in the course of a 
century in the relative value of gold and silver. His clear

A grand International Cattle Show has just taken place at 
Poissy, an important market town near this city. The English 
exhibited largely in it. Their oxen and cows, taken altogether, 
were admitted to be much superior to those of the French, though 
not equal to what they themselves exhibited in 1857, the last in- 

nal show. The principal prize, consisting of 2 cup pre- 

sented by the late Prince Albert, was awarded to a British ox— 
one of Angus breed, belonging to Mr MacCombie. In sheep and 
igs the French surpassed the English—at least the French say so. 

Tite show demonstrated in a striking manner that the French have 
made great progress in the breeding of animals during the last 
five Years, In addition to Mr MacCombie, three other English 
me, obtained prizes—Lady Emily Pigot, Mr T. West, Mr 

The Minister of Agriculture and Commerce, M. Rouher, pre- 
sided at the show and distributed the prizes. Before proceeding 


to the latter operation, he delivered a speech which was very re- | 


matkable. He complained of the unjust attacks which had been 
made on the recent liberal policy of the Government, and pointed 
out'the good that policy had effected. Thus, though the deficit 
in the last harvest was much greater than in those of 1846 and 
1858, the abolition of the sliding scale had enabled vast quantities 
of grain to be brought in promptly—four times more than in the 
rmer year, three times more than in ‘he latter. Thanks to that 
abolition too, the price of grain had only increased 10 per eent. 
for atime, whereas in the two aforesaid years it had risen 24, 40, 
and even 69. The abolition of the import duty on cotton had 
also produced the satisfactory result of increasing in a single year 
the consumption of that article 50 per cent. The Minister noticed 
the injustice of complaining of the imports of cotton and woollen 
fabries, when by diminishing the cost of such articles they place 
them within the reacl of tens of thousands. He also dwelt on the 
Injustice of the protectionist system, and on the absurdity of 
requiring the Government to be constantly making regulations for 
commerce. He concluded by the important declaration that, not- 
withstandin the attacks made, the Government would remain 
firm to its liberal commercial policy. ‘The Emperor,” he said, 
d desert none of his engagements.”

This the 
hon. deputy regards as unjust and as peculiarly vexatious, see- 
ing that the wines of the South approach in alcohol those of Spain 
and Portugal, and would therefore, he thinks, be more agreeable 
to the English than the milder sorts of Bordeaux and Burgundy. 
But the Journal to which he writes makes the very sensible 
remark, that financial reasons prevented’ Mr Gladstone from placing 
the high-alcoholed wines in the same category as the low ones, 
and thet really the French have reason to be thankful for what 
they have got. It, however, expresses a hope that.a concession 
will hereafter be made to the Southern wines. 


From Lyons we hear that the silk manufactories are occupied 
in executing orders given in March, but that no new orders have 
been received. Fars are entertained that the activity will not be 
maintained. At St Etienne, tlie ribbon trade is some what active, 
thanks to orders from the interior, and even frony America. 


In a recent letter, it was stated that a manufacturer at Calais 
had the honesty to publish a letter declaring unfounded the alle- 
gations made by the protectionist fraternity that the prevailing 
distress is occasioned by the treaty of commerce. M. Levavasseur, 
an eminent manufacturer of the neighbourhood of Rouen, and at 
one time representative of that city in Parliament, has addressed 
a letter to M. Pouyer-Quertier, the prohibitionist orator, in which 
he triumphantly demolishes the extravagant assertions made by 
that gentleman in his famous speech in the Corps Legislatif against 
the treaty. The bad harvest, says M. Levavasseur, prevented. the 
agricultural population from making their usual purchases of manu- 
factured goods ; the civil war in y eno has.closed that country 
(the best market of France) to French productions ; the dearness 
of cotton has rendered manufacturers unwilling to work; and it 
is to these causes, he declares, not to the English treaty, that the 
distress is owing. In the course of his letter, M. Levavasseur |, 
pleasantly asks if the terrible’ English are to be made responsible 
for the bad harvest; and he points out that the manufacturers are 
perfectly unreasonable in objecting to the abolition of prohibition 
and high protective duties, when to secure cheap bread for their 
workmen they loudly applauded the abolition of the sliding scale 
on grain, which deprived the agricultural. interest, the most im- 
portant in the country, of all protection. 

A journal of St Dizier, organ of the ironmasters, makes the 
ciltialation that if all the war ships of the different States of Europe 
were to be covered with plates of the weight of those of the Gloire, |;

The dividend of the Lyons and Mediterranean Company for 
1861 is, it is announced, to be 75f (31) per share.

The report of the Directors of the Orleans Railways, presented 
in the recent meeting of the shareholders, stated that in 1861 the 
receipts of all kinds were 78,929,313f 85c, and the expenses were 
43,050,319f 51¢, leaving a balance of 35,878,994f 34c. From this , 
balance, after deducting 3 per cent. for the reserve fund, a per- 
centage for the empl.yés of the line, a pension which the Com- 
pany has to pay, and a sum for the sinking fund, there remained to 
be distributed to the shareholders 32,373,221f 47c ; but the deter- 
mination was come to, on the recommendation of the Directors, to 
take only 30,000,000f, leaving 2,373,221f 47c to form a speci 
reserve fund to provide for certain contingencies, among which is 
anticipated loss for a time on lines in Brittany which are about 
to be opened. The said 30,000,000f enable a dividend of 100f per 
share to be distributed. The meeting authorised the issue of 
800,000 new shares, which the Government has sanctioned, for the 
execution of new lines. The new shares are to be given to the 
holders of existing shares, and already they are at a premium of 
30f on the Bourse. 

The Compagnie Générale Transatlantique, in consequence of the 
French expedition to Mexico, has been under the necessity of 
establishing a line of steamers between France and that country ’ 
sooner than it had intended. But not having the vessels ready, it 
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had to buy two steamers in Great Britain, one which is called the 
Louisiane, constructed byMr Laird of Greenock, the other La Floride, 
by Messrs Tiompson of Glasgow. Each is 3,300 tons and 500 
horsepower. The first vessel sailed on its firstywoyage on 
the 14th from St Nazaire, near Nantes. The inauguration of the 
new Mexican line is regarded in the country as an affair of great 
importance, and has been celebrated by pompous banquets and 
speeches. The expectation is that the establishment of this line 
will lead to a large increase in the commerce between France and 
Mexico. 


A trial by the Court of Assizes of a man named Giraud for. 


forging Bank.of France.notes, which has ended in his condemna- 
tion to hard labour for life, has attracted considerable attention 
from the faet that the forgeries were so skilfully executed that 
the Bank, in the space ofieight years, psid not fewer than 1,394 
notes of 100f (4/), and 138 of 200f, and that in order to put a stop 
tothe forgeries of the latter it had to cease to issue any of that 
amount. The total number of notes which the man put into cir- 
eulation has not been ascertained, but it must have been very 
lange,.as he lived: for years in princely style, and when he was ar- 
rested 212 false notes of 100f were found in his: possession. 

Anticipating that the approaching increase in the sugar duties 
will lessen the demand for sugar, the refiners at Bordeaux are 
about either to dismiss some of their workmen or to reduce the 
hours of work ; and their example will probably be followed by 
those of Nantes, Marseilles, and other places. 

A return, setting forth the amount of Direct and Indirect taxes 
received in the first quarter of the present year, compared with 
the corresponding periods of 1861 and 1860, bas just been issued. 
The amount of Direct taxes paid up was 113,537,000f (4,541,480/), 
out of 495,155,000f (19,806,2007) due for the whole year. The 
113,537,000f exceeded by 31,011,000f (1,240,000/ in round 
figures) the amount legally due ; the Direct tax in this country 
being only payable in monthly instalments, and a month’s delay 
being allowed to the tax-payer. The expense of law proceedings 
to enjorce payment was during the quarter not more than 43 
centimes per 1,000f ; in the first quarter of last year it was at the 
rate of 46 centimes. With regard to the Indirect taxes, the 
amount of them in the first quarter of the present year was 
285,731,000f (11,429,240/), which was 28,500,000f (1;140,000/) 
more than in the same period of last year, and 22,569,000f 
(902,7607) more than in that of 1860. Comparing the present year 
with the last, we find an increase of nearly 5,000,000f in registra~ 
tion duties, of upwards of 6,000,000f in import duties, of 
3,300,000f in salt, of upwards of 6,000,000f in native sugar ; and 
most other items also present an augmentation. The increase in 
native sugar, which is so large as to make the duties almost 
double what they were last year, bas doubtless been occasioned by 
payments by anticipation on stock, in order to avoid the additional 
duty which the Minister of Finance is about to. impose. But the 
increase in the other items may be considered as normal and legi- 
timate. On the whole, the returns, beth of Direct and Indirect 
taxes, must be re ed as highly satisfactory.

The quantity out 
of the market, including fig and old indigo, the remant of former 
crops, is 66,400 maunds, 61,500 of which were sold at auction, 
3,500 maunds by private sale, 400. maunds sold in the bazaar, and 
1,000 maunds shipped on planters’ account.

miles, and a decrease of 30,354/,

Monpay, April 14.—In the railway market to-day there-was but ‘little 
business, exeept in connection with the fortnightly settlement. Com- 
pared with Saturday, however, prices showed increased firmneas, mostof 
the leading stocks’being quoted 4 to 4 per cent. higher. London and 
North-Western, Great Western, South-Western, North-Eastern:descrip- 
tions, South-Eastern, Caledonian, and Eastern Counties chiefly improved. 
Midland wes exeeptiovally ratber dull. In the colonial market, Great 
Western of Canada receded to 12§ to Z, while Grand Trunk recovered to: 24} 
to 25 The principal movement in: foreign descriptions -was-a ‘fresh’ rise 
in Lombardo-Venetian to 23. to} premium. Victoria debentures ‘were 
also rather firmer, American securities.were dull, a decline,especially 
taking place in Virginia Six per Cents , Erie, and IHinois Contral*shares. 
Mines were steady.at an occasional improvement. 

TugspaY, April 15.—The railway market to-day was firm at the 
commencement of business, but towards the close became rather less 
steady. Compared with yesterday, Great Northern declined }:per’cent., 
Caledonian and North British}, and one or two other stocks } Eastern 
Counties, on the other hand, improved 4 per cent.; and London and 
North-Western and South-Eustern were also slightly higher, There-was 
not much business doing. In the colonial market, Great “Western of 
Canada shares were-steady.at 12} to %, while East Indian was dull at 
103} to 104 on the proposed issme of new capital. The chief feature in 
foreign department was a renewed rise in Great Luxembourg to-13}to 4. 
Dutch-Rhenish and French deseriptions .were also firmer. _ Lombardo-

London 
and North-Western improved in the morning on a statement that the »re- 
ceipts begin to show in nearly every point signs of recovery, but relapsed 
towards the afterno n, and closed the same ss yesterday. Sonth-Kastern 
Eastern Counties, and Great Northern were slightly lower, while Berwick, 
advanced 4 percent. The daily fluctuations in this department, how- 
ever, rest mainly with the dealers, the public doing littleor no business.
